BOURSES DISTURBED. 

An increase of the Bank of England rate 
likely, in view of the probable withdrawal of 
gold. Russia, angry over the Rothschilds’ 
action, is calling in balances in Fu- 
ropean capitals. The bourses are much 
disturbed, remembering the result of 
such recalls in the cases of the Comptoir Es- 
compte and the Barings’ crisis. The leading 
bankers are less apprehensive, knowing that 
such vindictive action will endanger any 
future Russian loan, whilst Russia knows that 
stocks are too heavily held in Europe and 
that the Rothschilds’ action will cause a per- 
manent depreciation.

CINCINNATI, O., May 6.—A Wooster (.) dis- 
patch says: On the night of Aug.2, 1890, the 
farm residence of Michael Shelby near this 
city forcibly entered by four masked 
men, who bound and gagged Shelby and his 
aged wife and stole cash amounting to $12,000.

SHOT BY HER LOVER. 


A Midnight Tragedy in a New York 
Concert Hall. 


DELIBERATE MURDER QUICKLY FOL- 
LOWED BY SUICIDE. 


Masked Robbers Tracked by Detectives— 
Will Be Tried for a Graver OCrime— 
Shot by a Jealous Woman—Dorsett a 
Defaulter—A Texas Assassin—Steam- 
boatman Murdered. 


New Tonk, May 6.—Ida Brevoort, a singer 
in the Excelsior Concert Hall on the Bowery, 
near Irvington street, was shot and instantly 
killed by her lover, W. C. Wilbur, shortly 
after midnight this morning. The woman 
was about 27 years old. Wilbur immediately 
after killing Ida placed the muzzle of the 
pistol to his own head and shot himself in 
the temple. He fell into a chair near by and 
almost instantly expired. The shooting is 
believed to be the result of a lovers’ quarrel. 
Wilbur came to the saloon a little before 
midnight and sent word by the walters to 
the dressing-room of his desire to see Ida. 
The woman refused to see him and finally he 
forced his way into the dressing-room and 
after a few words with the woman fired twice 
at her, both bullets entering the right side of 
the head and causing death almost instantly. 
The man was about 80 years of age. He was 
neatly dressed. After the shooting the bodies 
were carried into the concert hall to await 
the arrival of the Coroner. The audience was 
dismissed by the police. No one seems to 
know much of the history of either the girl or 
her slayer. She had been singing at the 
concert hall for the past four weeks. She was 
a blonde of medium height and good appear- 
ance. The man bad been seen in the hall on 
a number of occasions, it is said, and was 
generally known as Wilburand the accepted 
lover of Ida. 

The dead woman was married and has a 
husband in the liquor business in Dallas, 
Tex. She lived with her sister, who declines 
to give the man’s name. It is now learned 
that Wilbur was a stage carpenter and his 
real name is said to be Markheim. 


’ SHOT BY A JEALOUS WOMAR. 

Sart LAKE, Utah, May 6.—Anna Prindle 
shot Samuel Masterson, proprietor of a 
liquor-house, three times Monday night, two 
balls entering the right shoulder and the 
third the right groin. The woman was house- 
keeper ina lodging-housé over Masterson’s 
saloon, and ber act was caused by jealousy, 
she having been a favorite of Masterson’s up 
to Saturday when he quarreled with her and 
announced his intention of discarding her.

A STEAMBOATMAN MURDERED. 
Memrnis, Tenn., May 6.—The body of Thos. 
Vanderburg, a steaniboatman, was found on 
Chesapeake & Ohio Ratiroad 
“Hight dy Night-watchman Barney 
Egan. The skull had been crushed in with a 
coupling-pin, which was found near by, and 
the face beaten to a pulp. The dead man’s 
pockets were turned inside out. He was 
identified by a pocket-book found a few feet 
away which was known to thave belonged to 
him. He was last seen alive in Kyan’s sa- 
loon, near where his body was found, about 
8 o’ clock last night. He was drunk and show- 
ing a roll of money. 


A TEXAS ASSASSIN. 

HILLSBORO, Tex., May 6.—Monday night 
several shots were fired at K. E. Bauch, a 
merchant of this city, through the windows 
of his home by some unknown person, but 
he was fortunately not wounded. Last Fri- 
day night nine shots were fired tn the same 
way, one of which grazed Bauch’s neck just 
over the jugular vein. Bauch doesnot know 
that he has an enemy inthe world and the 
attempted assassination is shrouded in mys- 


tery. 


CRIMINAL NEWS IN BRIEF. 

PHILADELPHIA, Fa., May 6.—The arrest 
Monday night of two officials of the defunct 
Keystone National Bank has renewed the in- 
vestigation of the accounts of the late John 
C. Lacas, who was President of the institu- 
tion, and during his term swindled the bank 
out of some $1,000,000, with the assistance of 
Cashier Marsh, who succeeded Lucas at the 
latter’s death. Lucas used the money in 
private speculation, Marsh falsified there 
turns by means of false entries in the books. 


STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS. 


Carpenters Idle in Milwaukee—Northern 
Illinois Miners. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 6.—Nominally a 
general strike of the union carpenters in this 
city was inaugurated this morhing, but in 
reality the strike had very  lHittle 
effect on the labor situation. Many carpen- 
ters were idle before the strike was deciared, 
in consequence of the refusal of 
the Contracting Carpenters’ Association 
to recognize the unions, and according to the 
statements of the strikers themselves, not 

than fifty additional men quit work 
W. Kliver of Chicago, who

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Whatever, said President Bagley. ‘‘The 
men stated to our Executive Committee that 
they have no grievance. The association has 
decided to stand by Davidson & Son until the 
men are allowed to return to work, on the 
ground that no organization has the right to 
call the men out of an association shop as 
long as the men are satisfied. . 

„The reason of the action was that our 
association refused to sign an agreement pre- 
sented by the union some time ago, binding 
ourselves to pay full wages for eight hours’ 
work. Wecannot do it and compete with 
Eastern firms who have no shipping ex- 
penses to speak of compared with ours. In 
Vermont the marble men pay 32. for ten 
hours’ work and pay freight only on the fin- 
ished work. Butthe union demands that we 
pay $2.00 for eight hours’ work and pay 
freight on the rough marovle, thus incurring 
great loss. Should we accede to the demand 
the Eastern men would undersell us clear out 
of the field.’’ 


A STRIKE AVERTED. 

Bosrow, Mass., May 6.—The threatened 
strike ofthe granite-cutters in this city has 
been averted. It was brought about by a 
conference held yesterday between the union 
and the Manufacturers’ Association,at which 
all differences were adjusted. 


LEPROSY IN NEW YORE. 


A Case Discovered ina Tenement House 
Statement of a Health Officer. 

New Yoru, May 6.—D® Alonzo Blauvelt be- 
lives he has discovered an alarming case of | 
leprosy in a big tenement in the lower part of 
Oliver street. He reported the case to the 
Board of Health yesterday, and Dr. Edson of 
the Bureau of Contagious Diseases at once 
took the matter in hand and started outa 
couple of his assistants on a tour of investi- 
gation. 

Dr. Edson refused to reveal the exact place 
where the supposed ‘‘leper’’ was found and 
says he will not make all the facts in the case 
public until he has completed the investiga- 
tion, which he intends to make as thorough 
as possible. It was ascertained, however, 
that the patient is a Greek peddler, who 
came to this country from Mexico only six 
weeks ago. He was sick when he came here, 
but he managed to keep on his feet until last 
Saturday, making his daily visits throygh 
the crowded tenement portions of the dis- 
trict in which he sold his goods. 

Leprosy, so say the doctors, is not a con- 
tagious disease, but it does spread its germs 
when good precaution is not taken. The 
conditions necessary to the disease are im 
proper food, clothing, climate and general 
environment. 

The last case which came to the notice of 
the health authorities of this city was about 
six months ago, when a young musician 
named Manual was discovered ina house on 
West Twenty-eighth street. He was found to 
be in a shocking condition, and after his 
isolation on North Brothess Island the 
usual dropping or falling of the 
joints were noticed in his case. Great 
scales covered his body and face. He under- 
went great suffering and died after a linger- 
ing iliness. The case attracted considerable 
attention in the medical world. He was re- 
moved to Yucatan before he died in hopes 
that the climate would benefit him. 

The present case is said by Dr. Blauveit to 
be a noticeable one. He will watch over the 
case brought to his notice just now, andan 
expert dermalogoist will examine the patient | 
in a day or two. 

The Greek has been isolated, and although 
Dr. Edson says the disease is not contagious 
he has taken the precaution to have the 
Greek’s quarters disinfected. 


THE BANEFUL CIGARETTE. 


A Young American Tourist Becomes In- 
sane From Smoking. 

Cu1caGo, May 6.—A local paper says: The 
latest victim of the deadly cigarette is 
Charles Marston, a son of Thomas Marston, 
Jr., of the woodenware firm of Felix & Mar, 
son, this city. The young man became 
hopelessly insane on the Canadian Pacific, 
steamer Empress of India, when two days 
out from Yokohama, Japan, en route to Van- 
couver, the Pacific terminus of the Canadian 
Pacific Rallway. 

Before leaving Yokohama Marston showed 
unmistakable signs of insanity, the result of 
excessive cig@rette smoking, and when the 
party of over two hundred globe trotters ar- 
rived at Winnipeg, Manitoba, April #, Mars- 
ton’s condition was pitiful. His father, 
mother and a brother, who were telegraphed 
for, met him at Winnipeg. They brought him 
to Oconomowoe, WIS. Where he is at present. 
The youth’s friends entertain but little hope 
for his early recovery. It is thought that 
quiet scenes may partially restore Marston to 
mental soundness.

An important deal has just been closed, 
. Which guarantees to St. Louis the bullding of 
@ third bridge across the Mississippi River 
and which also promises tolend a new aspect 
to the impending struggle between the Eads 
and Merchants’ bridgeg. There are some 
indications that Jay Gould is interested in 
the new bridge enterprise, but as the 
local representative of the syndicate 
conducting the negotiations denies this, 
stating that it is only through his former as- 
sociation with the Gould interests that such 
A rumor afose, there are no actual proofs 
upon which to base the belief that Gould has 
stolen a march on his competitors in this 
way. There is but little room for doubt, 
however, that large railway interests are be- 
hind the present deal, and that its definite 
consummation will effect some marked 
changes in the present bridge situation. 
THE NEW ‘‘CARONDELET BRIDGE.’’ 

« The building of a new bridge is already de- 
eided upon, its cost and description also set- 
tied, and what is more, the franchise for its 
construction is already secured. 

The franchise in question is a perpetual 
charter granted twenty years ago by the Con- 
gress of the United States tothe East Caron- 
delet 4 St. Louis Bridge Association, 
providing for the building of a high 
truss bridge across .the Mississippi 
River at a point having the west side in Ca- 
rondelet, just south of the old Chouteau fam- 
ily residence, and touching the Illinois shore 
a few hundred feet above the Meier Iron- 
works, running back about three-quarters Of 
a mile from the river. The charter, together 
with nearly the entire capital stock of 
the East Carondelet & st. Louis 
Bridge Association, is now the property 
of a syndicate represented by Mr. John B. 
Clements, Vice-President of the Christy Fire 
Clay Co., and formerly Chief Engineer of the 
Missouri! Pacific Rallway system. Mr. 
Clements conducted the negotiations result- 
ing in a transter of the capital stock and 
franchise of the old company to his princi- 
pals, and, it is believed, will have charge of 
the building of the new bridge. Who com- 
pose the syndicate represented by Mr. 
Clements is not known, but the people with 
whom the deal was made are the folowing 
stockholders of the comipany holding the 
bridge franchise since 1871: Estate of Thomas 
Allen of st. Louis; Mrs. W. H. Cleveland of 
St. Louis, through her son, Mr. Henry Cleve- 
land; Malcolm Henderson of Boston, Mass.; 
— Warwick of Columbia, III.; D. E. Garri- 
gon of St. Louls, and Andrew Donovan and 
W. B. Quigley of Carondelet. All the above 
named parties, with the excéption of the ex- 
ecutors of the Thomas Allen estate, which 
owns one-third of the capital stock of the 
Kast Carondelet & St. Louis Bridge Associa- 
tion, have already given an option on their 
stock, which, it is said, has just been closed, 
and the Allen estate executors have signified 
their intention of acquiescing in the trade, 
now that it is an accomplished ct. 

A MILLION DOLLAR COMPAXY. 

The entire capital stock of the East Caron- 
delet 4 St. Louis Bridge Association thus 
changing hands reaches the total amount of 

000. Immediately following its transfers 
and the organization of the new company 
under the perpetual charter granted in 1871, 
the capital stock will be increased to 51, 000, 
000, and work on the new bridge will be 
promptly begun. The preliminary work has al- 
ready gone so far that there have been several 
important purchases of land at either ter- 
minus of the proposed bridge, and the pur- 
chasers have made sure that there will be no 
trouble about securing proper terminal facili- 
ties both on the Illinois and Missouri side. 
The property ofthe old bridge association 
itself comprises about thirty acres of land on 
the east side, known as the ‘‘old bridge 
tract.’’ There has already been some $40,000 
spent in surveys and soundings by the 
old company, and the result of that 
work is in the possession of the 
present purchasers, through their st. Louis 
agent, Mr. Clements, who also has in his safe 
the stock of the signers of the option as 
named above. These surveys and soundings, 
it is Said, show that the point selected for the 
building of the third st. Louis bridge across 
the Mississippi is peculiarly adapted for that 
purpose. On the Missouri side there Is a nat- 
ural abutment which gives a down-grade 
across the river to the ast side, and the 
point upon which the structure will termm- 
ate on the Tllinois shore is seven feet 
higher than the terminus of the Eads Bridge 
at the Relay Depot in East St. Louis. The 
soundings in the river, it is stated, show that 
for the first pier it is only necessary to sink 
through a few feet of sand to reach the solid 
rock bottom, for the second pier only twenty- 
two feet ot sand and fer the third pler sev- 
enty feet ot sand. No clay is present in the 
formation, thus greatly facilitating the work 
of the foundation laying and reducing the ex- 
pense to the lowest minimum cost possible in 
such an undertaking. 

RAILWAY PATRONAGE COUNTED On. 

It is also said that the syndicate has as- 
sured itself of the prospects of railway pat- 
ronage of the bridge. It is claimed that its 
eastern terminus is nearer Belleville than 
is the East st. Louis terminus of the Eads 
Bridge, thus giving a more direct route to st. 
Louis, and that the Fast Carondelet & Belle- 
ville road, the Cairo Short Line, the Louis- 
ville & Nashville, the Mobile & Ohioand the 
Mackey system will utilize the new bridge as 
their natural entrance into this city. 

The bridge, as now proposed, is to cost at 
least $1,000,000, but beyond the fact that it 
will be, as stated in the charter, a high 
truss bridge,’’ there are no plans as yet 
Grawn from which a description of the 
structure could be given, It is stated that 
these plans are now being gotten ready, and 
that Mr. John B. Olements has made 


the enterprise. The stockholders in the old 
company, several of whom were seen by a 
Post-DisPaTou reporter this morning, state

NEARLY A MILLION IN ASHES. 


A Block of Business Houses Swept by Fire 
at Pittsburg, Pa. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 6.—A fire of terrible 
ferceness, and in point of damage the most 
disastrous of recent conflagrations in this 
city, swept almost the entire square, bounded 
by Seventh street, Pennsylvania avenue, 
Eighth street and Duquesne Way, from 10:40 
o’clock last night until after 2? 0’clock this 
morning. Ali the finer structures and many 
of the less costly in the block are 
in ruins. The fire originated in the 
grocers’ supply and cold and 
general etorage company’s build- 
ing on Seventh street. The origin 
of the fire will probably never be ascertained, 
as the flames were burning furiously before 
the fre was discovered. The entire fire de- 
partment of the city was called into service, 
but, through some cause or other, were un- 
able to get effective streams of water directed 
on the flames for nearly half an hour after 
the first alarm was turned in. So far as is 
known there was no loss of life, but many 
narrow escapes are recorded. The losses are 
not yet definitely known, but will amount to 
between three-quarters of a million and a 
million dollars. The loss on the contents of 
the storage buildingis divided among sev- 
eral hundred people, who had their 
goods stored therein. Among the chief 
sufferers are: Grocers’ Supply & Storage Co., 

upying the Arbuckle Bullding, $75,000, in- 
sured; Arbuckle Building, $100,000, insured. 
Harper & Co., New York Grocery Co., Hoeve- 
ler & Co., Woodson Spice Co., McWilliams, 
broom corn dealers, and other firms having 
goods stored in Arbuckle Building, $175,000 
loss, almost covered by insurance. The 
household goods gf 150 families were also 
stored in this building and were totally 
Ge’troyed. There were about 500 barrels 
of whisky in the storage building, having 
been stored there since May 1, by dealers 
who were refused license.

Christ M. E. Church, corner of Penn av 
enue and Eighth street, is a total wreck ; loss, 
$60.000; fully insured. Pittsburg Female 
College, Eighth street, sustained a loss of 
$35,000 on the building and $6,000 on contents; 
fully insured. The general losses on other 
buildings in the neighborhood, including ten- 
ement-houses on Seventh street and Mad- 
dock’s alley, amount to $90,000. The Christ 
M. E. Church was built in 1854 and it was one 
of the first of the fine churches of modern 
architecture built in Pennsylvania. 

At noon the Seventh street fire is still burn- 
ing, but the flames are under control and no 
further Gamage is apprehended. Eight 
streams ot water are being poured into the 
ruins of over a half million dollars’ 
worth of property. The fire was the 
most extensive in many years. From 
Seventh to Eighth and from Pennsylvania av- 
enue to the rear of the Pittsburg Female Col 
lege, which extends almost to Duquesne Way, 
are smoking and crumbling walls. The 
streets in the vicinity are entirely impassable 
for vehicles. Brick, fallen trees and tele. 
graph poles and blackened timbers com. 
pletely fill it up. Telephone and electric. 
light wires lie around in dangerous pro- 
fusion. Linemen and repairmen were busy 
trying to clear away the wreck. 

During the fire last night several firemen 
were shocked by the electric current follow. 
ing the stream to the ground but no one was 
seriously injured. The origin ofthe fire is a 
mystery. itstarted in the Grocers’ Supply 
and Storage Co. on Seventh street and spread 
so rapidly that the flames were beyond con- 
trol before the engines reached the scene.

MAKING CONTRACTS. 


Striking Painters Decide on a New 
Method of Fighting the Bosses. 


ENTERING INTO COMPETITION AGAINST 
THEM IN BIDDING FOR CONTRACTS. 


The Striking Quarrymen Have Possession 
of the Quarries, and Will Not Allow 
Any New Men to Go to Work—The Car- 
penters Getting Their Terms— The Lo- 
cal Situation. 


The master painters heNl a meeting at their 
Exchange on Pine street last night and de- 
cided that they would not pay any more 
wages than they did last year, which was 
equal to $2.50 per day of eight hours. When 
the President, Ed B. Mathews, was seen at 
his office this morning, he said that the men 
could stay out just as long as they 
please, and that under no circumstances 
would the 85 cents per hour be paid. This 
action is in accordance with that taken about 
the ist of January, when a resolution was 
passed which said that the same wages would 
be paid the workmen during 1891 as 1890. 

The strikers met in the Central Turner 
Bullding, Dut no new progress in the strike 
was reported. The men are still out, and 
President Ed De Vaux said this morning they 
would stay out until Christmas or win. He 
expressed the opinion that the men will be 
successful in time, and that the men proposed 
to fight the bosses by entering into competi- 
tion with them in bidding for work. This 
plan, he thought, would be an admirable one 
and soon bring the employers to a realization 
of what was taking place. 


Strikers in Possession. 


Yesterday was pay day among the striking 
quarrymen and to-day five quarries are prac- 
tically in charge ofthe men. No attempt is 
being madeto start upthese works, and in 
consequence the contracting stonemasons are 
calling loudly for material, and some of them 
are offering almost fabulous prices for the 
same. While there is no open rioting or intimi- 
dation to-day the strikers have charge of the 
quarry owned by Gus Pendergast on Cote 
Brilliante avenue, where the nien went out 
this morning. 

On Chouteau avenue, at Banet’s and the 
Stonemasons’ quarry a constant guard is 
being Kept on duty, the men taking turns in 
watching the property to see that no one 
goes to work. The fact that the quarry own- 
ers are not making any effortsto supply the 
places of the strikers seemsto justify the 
charge, if the claims made by the tontractors 
are true, that they desire to enhance the 
value of the stone. The complaints are grow- 
ing sO numerous that the agent forthe quar- 
ry owners is kept busy almost constantly 
answering questions in regard to the matter. 

When seen at his office this morning Mr. 
Edwin Batdorf expressed the situation very 
tersely. Said he: The men are in posses. 
sion of several of the quarries and are appar- 
ently determined tocarry things with a high 
hand. The demand for stone is great and 
it is impossible to keep the contractors 
supplied with the present number of work- 
men employed. The general expressions of 
the quarry owners seem to be that the 
strikers can have their way this week, but on 
next Monday ifthey do not return to work 
the police will be appealed to. There 
are plenty of idle workmen in 
the city who will be only too glad to get 
employment, and min case they are put to work 
there is a very reasonable apprehension that 
trouble will ensue. Yesterday’s determina- 
tion ofthe strikers Carried out so success- 
fully to not allow non-union men to go to 
work will doubtless cause trouble, as several 
of the employers decline most positively to 
pay $2.25 for a work day of eight hours. 


Carpenters Quiet. 

The Strike Committee of the Carpenters’ 
Brotherhood were busily engaged this morn- 
ing listening to reports from the investigat- 
ing Committees. It was reported that several 
more employers had sent in for men, but 
that owing to the indefiniteness of the prop- 
ositions they could not be accepted, at least 
until the parties forwarding the verbal re- 
quests were seen personally. A large num 
ber of the carpénters who were locked out 
yesterday were reported to be at work to- 
day, having found employers who were wi. 
ling to pay the cents. Work is said to be 
plentiful, and the claim is made that the men 
now out willall doubtless be at work before 
the end of the week. 


Iron Workers Confident. 

The Architectural Iron Workers were much 
encouraged by the prospects this morning, 
the Indianapolis men emplbyed on Cupples’ 
new building, Seventh and Spruce streets, 
having quit work in sympathy with the 
Strikers and to ald in supporting Yhe de- 
mand. The reports made to the meeting at 
Labor Hall this morning showed that the 
employers were still rm in their claim that 
they would not give in to the strikers. Noth- 
ing new is expected in this une until the 
last of the week.

THE FIELD OF CHICKAMAUGA. 


It Will Bethe Only Perfectly Located Bat- 
tle Field in the World. 


Hon. Joseph 8. Fullerton, one of the Com- 
missioners of the National Park at Chicka- 
mauga, arrived in the city last week, and is 
quartered at the Lindell. *‘No one who has 
not made a close study of the matter, said 
Gen. Fullerton, can appreciate the dimi- 
culties that the commission hasto deal with 
in marking out the field of battle, and locat- 
ing the various commands. I was present at 
the battle, knew the character of the 
country, and the hasty manner in which the 
lines were reformed after the first break to 
meet the rebel onslaught, and therefore was 
prepared in a measure for the disputes as to 
location of brigades and regiments 
that have since sprung up. But 
of the extent of the controversy neither I nor 
any other of the commissioners hadany ade- 
quate conception. The work of marking the 
points of interest in the park is going to be a 
tremendous one, but we have already 
progressed far enough to know that we can 
solve all the problems presented, and accu- 
rately locate the position of each command. 
We have not only all the official reports, and 
Chickamauga isthe battle most prolific in 
these, but we also have testimony from 
nearly every regiment that partici- 
pated, The result will be that 
when the work is completed Chick- 
amauga will be the only accurately 
marked battle ground in the world, A great 
deal of pains was taken in marking out the 
field of Waterloo, but the work done was 
very far from being satisfactory, as hot dis- 
putes are still going on in reference tothe 
positions assigned to different com- 
mands. When the work at  Chick- 
amauga is complete there will 
be no room for reasonable dispute. The 
field is worthy of such care, for,in my opin- 
ion, and that of most others who have made 
a thoughtful study of the matter, Chicka- 
mauga was really the decisive battie of the 
war, and this inspite of the fact that it wae 
a drawn battle, with the advantage on the 
side of the Confederates. But its results 
proved the hopelessness of trying to crush 
the Western troops. With an immense con- 
centration of forces from the East and 
the West against the little Army of the Cum- 
berland the Confederates were able to fight 
only a drawn battle. What the result would 
be when the Army of the Tennessee was up 
and the troops from Virginia called back to 
Lees army was evident to the Confederate 
leaders, and Longstreet tuid hie chief that 
after Chickamauga the game was up. No con- 
flict was more honorable to an army, and a 
study of it would effectually silence the criti- 
ciems of some foreign commanders. There 
were twocrises in the battle at which any 
European force placed as the Army of the 
Cumberland was would have sent out a flag of 
truce, and asked for terms. But our men held

SPAIN AND CUBA. 


The Island’s Hostility to the Policy of 
the Madrid Government. 


A NEW PARTY DEMANDING RECIPRO- 
CITY WITH THE UNITED STATES. 


Industrial and Commereial Elements 
Unite in the Appeal—How Spanish 
Colonies Have Been Misgoverned in 
the Past— Sample Gems From Pub- 
lished Debates. 


New York, May 6.—Special correspondence 
printed here this morning under date of 
Havana, April 27, deals with the influence 
for and against commercial reciprocity be- 
tween the United States and Cuba. On the 
one side Cuba, startled at the near prospect 
of being expelled from the indispensable 
market for her agricultural productions—the 
only source of prosperity for her—has aroused 
all her industrial and commercial elements 
in united action in the organization of an 
entirely new party, overwhelming in its in- 
fluence all other parties within this island in 
its energetic demand upon the Government 
to repeal at once and definitely its one-sided 


colonial legislation and decrees, which have 


reduced this once rich island to its present 
deplorable condition—a veritable struggle for 
life. On the other side, a nation whose tra- 
ditional policy has reduced even itself to 
penury and political profligacy; whose indus- 
tries are still undeveloped, still waddling in 
primitive conditions; a large portion of its 
farms embargoed by Government for taxes 
they are unable to pay, their former occu- 
pants emigrating in large numbers to 
South America; a nation accus- 
tomed to sustain aristocracy in a bril- 
liant display of wealth and _ vanity 
in the one political and sovial center—Madrid 
—by contributions wrenched by remorseless 
exactions of her tax-gatherers and depend- 
ing on her colonies foralarge share of such 
contributions. Moreover, she has been ac- 
customed to alleviate her home burdens by 
creating a financial automonyfor her colonies 
mall that relates to expenses of Govern- 
ment and charging ta the colonial 
treasury all the maintenance of 
army and navy in and about it; also that of 
the otherarmy of employes and hangers on 
of Government ministers and of consuls, all 
of them strictly national expenses, while she 
has never tolerated any kind of political 
autonomy in her colonies and is so jealous of 
the power of Republican ideas that she puts 
into the annual tax list of the Island of Cuba 
a large sum for the maintenance of espionage 
in the legation at Washington andin all the 
Spanish Consulates in the United States. 


PURELY COMMERCIAL VENTURES. 
Lexplamed in my last letter how Spanish 
colonies are essentially commercial ventures 
in which the Government, Spanish com- 
mercial houses, the clergy andthe hangers- 
on of the Government are the principal part- 


ners. Thus we see it is nat alone the Govern- 


ment which opposes reciprocity between the 
United States and Cuba, but also the Cataline 
manufacturers and all the commercial 
houses of the Spanish peninsula, who are 
urging with organized and persistent efforts 
the Government to resist the importunities of 
the new Cuban partyin favor of commercial 
reciprocity with their real and only valuable 
customers, athe people of the American Re- 
public. 

In to hold up the mirror to the con- 
flicting ihterests in Madrid I will translate 
brief extracts from some of the telegrams we 
are 4 receiving from the Cortes:

collection in the present painful situation of 
the poorer classes would place their families 
in desperate circumstances. 

THE NEW CUBAN PARTY. 

The new Cuban party has now taken the 
shape of an organized Comite de Propaganda, 
composed of delegates from all the industrial 
organizations, such as the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Economic Society of Amigos De! Pais, 
Union of Fabricantes, Society of Planters, 
etc., and this central body,comprising all the 
best talent and heaviest interests in the 
island, stands for the programme presented 
tothe government by commissioners sent to 
Madrid for that purpose, the leading features 
being the complete and immediate rescinding 
of the law of commercial relations in 1882 and 
acceptation of reciprocity offered in the Al- 
drich amendment of the McKinley bill. 

These are the present attitudes of the two 
parties in the Cuban controversy. 

It will be readily seen that the relations of 
Cuba to her political metropolis are ina 
strained and dangerous condition threaten- 
ing their permanent separation by the same 
causes that determined that of the other 
Spanish American colonies. 

In the present state of affairs Spain will ac- 
cede to from sheer necessity only sufficient 
reciprocity with the United States to prevent 
the exclusion ot Cuban sugars, and for,the 
same reason, of course, rescind the export 
duties on them; willno doubt persist in the 
law of 1882 in all points except in the articles 
agreed upon with the American Government 
as compensation forits free admission of su- 
gars, butthat she will seek other ways in 
which to recuperate her concessions is cer- 


, tain. 


Such intention is clearly expressed in the 
assertions of Minister Fabie, in the Cortes, 
that the economic situation in Cuba is not 
grave, and that her taxes are at present 
moderate in amount and that of Canovas 
de Castillo, that Cuba cannot expect the re- 
turn of prosperity until she has paid the cost 
of her rebellion. 

Of course Fable has no other authority for 
this assertion than that of his employers in 
Cuba, the chief of whom has advised the 
augmentation of the Cuban budget to nearly 
$28,000,000 instead of the 525,699, 102.80, the 
actual bug@get, while Mr. Sanchez Arcilla, a 
rich peninsula Spaniard, who owns property 
and resides with his family here, and one of 
the Cuban Comite de Propaganda, declared 
with general approval in its session yester- 
pay, that It is impossible for Cuba to pay a 
budget that shall exiceed $18,000,000 annu- 
Ally.

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WILL FIGHT IT THROUGH THE COURTS. 


Determined Effort to Be Made to Prevent 
Lighting Companies Consolidating. 

The injunction to prevent the gas and elec- 
tric light companies from consolidating was 
not asked for this morning, but the delay 
does not mean that the courts will not be ap- 
plied to. Messrs. Reynoldsand Lewis, who 
represent the complainants, were occupied 
in securing copies of certain contracts which 
are to be madea part of the record and on 
that account the filing of the suit was de- 
layed. It may yet be filed to-day, or the 
matter may be laid over until to-morrow, as 
there is a good deal of preliminary work 
yet to be done. Mr. John Blessing of 
Gaylord-Blessing, the complainants, was 
asked to-day totellthe purpose of the suit 
and in reply he said: The object is to pre- 
vent men who have no bona fide interest in 
the company from controlling it and buying 
out a concern which ‘will prove a losing in- 
vestment. In the first place, Mr. Thompson 
says that we only hold 100 shares. He neg- 
lects to say that ours is preferred stock, that 
on the books of the company we stand as 
owning more than 100 shares of the preferred 
stock and that we may own a good deal which 
may not be in our names. We are bond- 
holders and our stock represents a legitimate 
interest in the company. Mr. Thompson 
says that the stock was voted unanimously 
in favor of the consolidation except ours. 
I myself saw several preferred stock 
holders present who refused to vote. The 
common stock was of course voted in favor 
of the consolidation, but that common stock 
whichis in control was given to these men 
asa bonus when they took charge of the 
company. They offered 140 for Laclede stock 
and 87% for St. Louis Gas Trust, and they 
urged stockholders to take bonds instead of 
cash so they would not have to put up 
money. And then these gentlemen an- 
nounced that in consideration of their action 
in permitting the stockholders to become 
bondholders they would issue 7,500,000 of 
common stock, which they would keep them 
selves. That isthe stock which they now 
have,and that is the stock which is con- 
trolling the company. It is voted unani- 
mousiy of course. Why there is no trouble 
about that. 

But just this present condition has been 
foreseen. When they bought out the proper- 
ty in 18899 and offered bonds in exchange for 
stock, Mr. J. J. Mitchell, Capt. Kaiser and 
Mr. Simmons took theircash. They saw that 
that the company would eventually do just 
what it is doing now, and they were smart 
enough to get their money out in time. 

**What are the objections to the purchase 
of the electric light plant?’’ 

Simply that it is not a good property. 
The gas company proposes to issue $1,500,000 
more of the common stock and take up a 
company which is heavily encumbered. Phil 
Rohan has a mechanics’ lien of $115,000 
against the company, and some one else I 
understand has a lien of $41,000. The gas 
company will have to assume this floating 
debt of more than $150,000, and that we say is 
a bad investment; you may say ‘this is un- 
reasonable; these men expect dividends from 
their investment and they would not load the 
company down with a property which would 
cut offall their dividends.’ That may seem 
all right but frequently the controlin a cor- 
poration is held ata great expense when no 
dividends are expected. There are other 
ways of getting a return on an investment 
than by dividends.’’ 

Gaylord & Blessing have filed with the com- 
pany their protest against the proposed ac- 
tion, and in it they cite the following five rea- 
sons why the consolidation should not take 
place: 

1. Thatthe 
benefit, and to 8 of the 9 
preferred stock and the mortgage bonds. 

2. That the burdens to be rer assumed exceed by far 
the value of the property to be acquired 

3. That the annual charges to be assumed by the 
gas-light company, „together with its present charges, 
will exceed income of the consolidated enter- 


se. 
* 4. That the burdens ag oyna Rom 23 the gas- 
light company are more t t, as is shown 
by the fact that it is now in default of — dividends 
on the 8 stock. 

5. at proposed consolidation would cause 
8 on the 2 — bonds ina short time, and 

force the enterprise into a receiver’s hands, to the 
damage of every legitimate holder of its securities. 

As the deal is the biggest lighting deal evér 
proposed in this city, and one of the biggest 
which has ever occurred in the country for 
that matter, the legal fight to prevent its 
consummation is bound to attract much at- 
tention.

POST-OFFICE ANNEX OPENED. 


With Money Order, Stamp and Registered 
Letter Departments. 

The Post-office Annex at Third and Olive 
streets, which, has been undergoing repairs 
for several years, will be opened to-morrow 
as a ‘‘financial station’’ for the sale of 
stamps and registered mail. The money 
order department will not be opened for 
several days, asthe printed matter for the 
station bas not been sent from Washington, 
where it is prepared. The station will be 
omficially known as ‘‘Post-office Annex, 
Third and Olive streets, St. Louis, 
Mo.“ It will not be a mail- 
ing station, but merely a convenient 
office where stamps, wholesale and retail, 
stamped and request envelopes, money or- 
ders and postal notes can be bought. Three 
men will occupy the nicely furnished room 
assigned to this department, and will be on 
duty from a. m. to6:30 p.m. The room is 
located in the southwest corner of the first 
floor. The collection of mail at the annex 
will be the same as before. Postmaster Har- 
low has the circuits of the collection wagons 
so arranged that they all pass Third and 
Olive streets and take up mall there. 
They pass as often as once a minute 
during the heavy mailing hours in the even- 
ing, and a letter is seldom in the box at this 
corner any time during the day a whole hour. 
Postmaster Harlow said to-day it would be 
impracticable to place a mailing station at 
Third and Olive streets, as he Would have to 
duplicate the system in the Post-office and 
meur a heavy and unnecessary expense. The

ent with regard to those who enlist in the 
regular army. They may be moved atany 
time to a distant part of the country, and 
never see their families and friends again. 
The local and tribal attachments of Indians 
are very strong, and with such a prospect 
before them few can be persuaded to enlist. 
What is going to be proposed by the Indian 
Jureau is that the two-companies to each 
regiment authorized by law be not attached 
to particular regiments, but to particular 
posts, and that when a regiment changes 
station it shall leave its Indian contingent 
behind it and its successor shall incorporate 
it. In this way the only difficulty in regard 
to Indian enlistments will be sotved, and ft is 
the only manner in which it can be done.
